March 8.— The war de- 


partment expect* koine important news 
from Manila within the next twenty- 
four hours. Word has been received 
from Gen. Otis that he will not wait 
for the arrival of Gen. Lavrton and the 
troops on the U rant and Sherman, to 
arrive before he begins his general at- 
tack upon the insurgents. 


The a ivicec e»y that Gen. Otis will 


either Tuesday or Wednesday make his 
Contemplated attack upon the insur- 
fent* by his entire force and drive the 
rebels from the jungle* and other 
places where they have thrown up de- 
fense*. The arrival of the troops by 
the transports Senator and Ohio have 
given Gen. Otis enough reinforcements 
to bold the city of Manila while he 
uses the other troops for, the aggres- 
sive campaign against the rebels, 


It is expected that Gen. Otis will 


rapture Agninaldo, and by this genera,! 
attack do much to end the insurrection 
on the island of Luzon. 
The reports 


from Manila say tbut the constant fir- 
ing of the rebel sharpshooters has be- 
come most annoying to our soldiers; 
that they are anxious for a genera 
battle rather than be daily subject to 
tais "picking oif" by the rebels. 
It 


was said at the adjutant general's of- 
fice Tuwday morning that the news of 
a big battle WM expected either T»es- 
«»y nifbt or Wednesday. 


MAVILA, March *.— At daylight Tues- 


day morning the enemy were d'ncov- 
*r*d tryi»g to mount a gun acros* the 
river from 8sm Pedro and the 6th artil- 
lery -promptly shelled the rebel battery. 
Temporarily stopping work, the enemy 
poured a fustlade of musketry across 
the river, but a gnnboat moved up and 
cleared the banks of the stream with 
rapid-fire guns. 


All was quiet during the night 
Post offices have been established at 


Kegros, Cebu and Iloilo and the clerks 
left Monday for their respective posts 
by the steamer Espana. 


The enemy is still in front of C»en. 


Wheaton's line. Near Satx Pedro Ma- 
cati they have been actively attempt- 
ing to make the pusilions of the 6th 
artillery on the hills untenable, their 
sharpshooters keeping up a constant : 
fire all day. 


Private Ixivejoy, Company C, Wash- 


ington volunteers, was killed by a 
stay bullet- Maj. Bell, 7th United 
States cavalry; Private Young, Com- 
pany M. 30th infantry; Private Curren, 
Company H. 20th infantry, and Private 
Sparks, Company I, 1st Wyoming vol- 
unteers, were wounded Tuesday. 


Tuesday morning the enemy in front 


of Gen. Ovenishi-ne's line sent out a 
flag of truce, but retired wh;n lacut.

Tuesday afternoon they again 
showed a white flag, and a general 
with two officers and an interpreter 
advanced. When the Americans were 
within about tWO yard! of the rebel 
party, the latter dragged rifles from 
'behind their backs and opened fire 
upon them, but fortunately without ef- 
leet.

temperature was 84 degrees Fahren- 
heit and the heat is intense especially 
on the lines, where 25 men were tem- 
porarily prostrated during the day.

After conMrttingr with •fflcials of the 


war department the president has de- 
cided that in view of the present favor- 
able outlook in Cuba and the prospect 
of the complete suppression of the 
Pnilippine insurrection at aa early 
day, it will not be necessary, after the 
present volunteer forces have been 
mustered ont, to hav« more taan W>. - 
000 men allowed for the regular army 
until- July 1, 1901. 


It is also his purpose to expedite the 


withdrawal of volunteers from Cuba 
and the Philippines as rapidly aa possi- 
ble and muster them out o.f the service. 
All the volunteers are to be brought 
iiome from Cuba without delay, and 
those in the Philippines will be brought 
home as soon as enough regulars can 
be sent out to take their places. 


The president will have authority 


tinder the law to appoint volunteer 
preneral officers and volunteer staff of- 
ficers in sufficient number for the &>.- 
000 regulars. 
If subsequent develop- 


ments show the necessity for more 
men the president will then exercise 
his power to enlist all or part of the 
35,000.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The war de-

Word has been received 


from G*n. Otis that he will not w»ii 
tor the arrival of Gen. Lawton and the 
troops on the Urant and Sherman, to 
arrive before he b«ghts his general at- 
tack upon the insurgents. 


The a ivices nay that Gen. Otis will 


cither Tuesday or Wednesday make his 
aontcmplaied attack upon the insur- 
~fent* by hit. entire force and drive the 
rebel* from the jungles and other 
place* where they have thrown up de- 
fenses. The arrival of the troops by 
the transports .Senator and Ohio have 
given Gen. Otis enough reinforcements 
to hold the city of Manila while he 
uses the other troops for the aggres- 
sive campaign agaiust the rebels. 


It is expected that Gen. Otis will 


capture Aguinaldo, and by thisgeneral 
attack do much to end the insurrection 
on the island of Luzon. 
The reports 


from Manila say that tbe constant fir- 
ing Of the rebel sharpshooters has be- 
come most annoying to onr soldiers; 
that they are anxions for a genera 
battle father than be daily subject to 
t»is "picking off" by the rebel*. 
It 


waa said at the adjutant general's of- 
fice Tuesday morning that th* news of 
a big battle waa expected either Tues- 
day niffht or Wednesday. 


MAHILA, March 8.—At daylight Tues- 


day morning th« enemy were discov- 
ered trying to mount a gun aerow the 
river from San Pedro and the Ath artil- 
lery promptly (Celled the rebel battery. 
Temporarily stopping work, the enemy 
poured a fusilade of musketry across 
the river, but a gunboat moved up anil 
cleared tbe bank* of the stream with 
vapid-fire guns. 


All wa* quiet during the night, 
Post offices have been established at 


Kegros, Cebu and Iloilo and the clerks 
left Monday for their respective posts 
by the steamer Espana.

Submarine Torpedo llout- 


Accounts of recent performances ot 


French submarine torepdo boats indi- 
cate that no small amount of attention 
is being paid to this form of naval 
equipment across the Atlantic. From 
a competition the most 
promising 


plans were selected by the French of- 
ficers, and an example of one has re- 
cently been seen in the Gustave Zede. 
which was maneuvered in the harbor 
of Toulon. It is stated that this tor- 
pedo boat approached to within 500 
meters of a large battle-ship, rose to 
the surface of the water to take aim. 
and then sunk before any guns could 
be trained upon it. 
It subsequently 


appeared at about 200 meters distance 
from the vessel and discharged a tor- 
pedo, which passed between her fun- 
nels. 
The torpedo boat is propelled 


by storage batteries, and Is intended 
chiefly for harbor defense, as Us sphere 
of action 
is limited. Another craft 


that French naval officers are devot- 
ing considerable attention to is the 
Narval, which will, be completed'iii 
the course of two or three 
months. 


This vessel is somewhat larger, being 
propelled by steam while at the-sur- 
face, and using the accumulators when 
under the water. The Narvel is said 
to carry sufficient fuel for a voyage 
of 624 miles at S knots, or 252 miles in 
-•i hours at 12 knots. Under water, it 
is claimed. 25 miles at a" speed of 8 
knots will be attained.' A number of 
appliances are to be introduced on 
these craft, the nature" of which is 
being carefully kapt a close secret by 
the French authorities, but it "is how ' 
generally known that they are conslrl- '• 
ering submarine warfare oa an exten-- 
sive scaie.

Admiralty, a position corresponding to 
our secretary of the navy-M-The em- 
ueror made the appointment, because 
he knew Caprivrs ability as a •disci- 
plinarian, and because he trusted his 
power of adapting himself to new lines 
of action. His work in creating a new 
navy accomplished. Caprivi resigned 
and'was rewarded by being made cosa- 
mander of the Tenth or Hanoverian 
army corps, the finest in the whole 
army. 


From this position lie was called W 


the young German emperor to the 
chancellorship March 20, 1890, when 
the resignation of Bismarck was hand- 
ed in. 
Again his ability was proved. 


He mastered 
the intricate details of 


the commercial relations with Italy 
and Austria, and it was to him more, 
perhaps, than to any other that tlie 
commercial treaties with those two 
countries in December, 1891, were con- 
cluded. For his services here the em- 
peror made him a count. In 1892 and 
!S93 he conducted the German array 
bills successfully through the reichs- 
t.ag. He resigned in October, 1894, and 
had since lived in retirement. 


Like Bismarck, Caprivi was a man 


of blood and iron, tempered by the pol- j 
ished suavity of the diplomat. 
He j 


was never married, and was quiet in 
his habits.
